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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Group I and species of catalyst 7 of Example 1 9, in 
the reply filed on July 12, 2006 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not 
distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction 
requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

2. The elected species is found to be novel as indicated in the Office action 
of March 14, 2006. Applicants amendment filed July 12, 2006 has overcome the 
rejections over diphenylsilanediyl(cyclopentadienyl)(4-f-butylfluorenyl)zirconium 
dichloride of Sone et al. (US 6,639,030) and isopropylidene(cyclopentadienyl)(4- 
methylfluorenyl)zirconium dichloride of Sunaga et al. (US 6,063,725). The 
search is now extended to the metallocene species 1 ,2-bis(4-benzyl- 
fluorenyl)ethane ZrCI 2 and 1,1,2,2-tetraethyldisilanediyl(2-methylindenyl(4- 
phenylfluorenyl)zirconium dichloride, those species read on claims 1, 3, and 10- 
12. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. Claims 1, 3, and 10-12 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kaufmann et al. (US 5,770,752) and Schertl et al. (US 5,668,230) 
in dependently. 

1,2-bis(4-benzyl-fluorenyl)ethane ZrCI 2 of Schertl (col. 6, Table 1) and 
1,1,2,2-tetraethyldisilanediyl(2-methylindenyl(4-phenylfluorenyl)zirconium 
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dichloride of Kaufmann (col. 9, lines 16-17 and col. 13, lines 48-49) meet the 
limitation of the instant claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. There is no prior art teach the elected species of [3-tert-butyl-5-methyl- 
cyclopentadienyl)-(4-phenyl-2,7-di-tert-butylfluorenyl)dimethylsilane]zirconium 
dichloride as the catalyst for the preparation of isotactic polyolefins .
